"ELECTROMAGNETIC WAVE SHIELDING CASE" 

The following is an extract relevant to the present application. 

The present invention relates to a case that can be manufactured simply at low 
costs for a relatively small item, aside from large devices such as a computer and the 
like, which requires electromagnetic wave shielding. 

X is an inside box and Y is an outside box. An item is contained in the inside 
box X which becomes an electromagnetic wave shielding case after being inserted into 
the outside box Y. 

Both of these inside box forming pieces and the outside box forming pieces are 
made of a laminated structure of a metal foil or a metal plate and paper. 

The outside box Y is obtained by assembling an outside box forming piece YP 
as shown in Fig. 2, for example. 

To form the outside box Y from this outside box forming piece YP, left and right 
side pieces B, C are bent along bending lines M3, M4 on both sides of a lid piece A. 
Then, a bending line M1 between a right vertical side piece B1 and a right bottom piece 
B2 and a bending line M2 between a left vertical side piece C1 and a left bottom piece 
C2 are bent to form the outside box Y bent in such a manner to be a square shape as 
shown in Fig. 1 . The right bottom piece B2 and the left bottom piece C2 partly overlap 
each other, and this overlap can be secured using voluntarily an adhesive, an adhesive 
tape, a fastening hardware and the like, or the right bottom piece B2 and the left 
bottom piece C2 are at liberty to not to overlap each other when assembling the 
outside box Y. Next, the inside box X is obtained by assembling an inside box forming 
piece XP as shown in Fig. 3. 
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
